Mandalay Falls To Japane 
War At A Glance

Rudyard Kipling’s storied 
city of Mandalay, blacked by 
fire and its golden temples 
smashed by Japanese bombs, 
was reported today to have 
fallen to Japan's invasion 
armies as the battle of Bur- 
ma verged on another major 
disaster for the Allies. 


Imperial Tokyo headquarters 
naid Japanese troops occupied the 
city yesterday, climaxing a 410- 
mile advance from Rangoon since 
March 9. Official allied confirm- 
ation of the Tokyo claim was 
lacking, but dispatches from the 
Burma front yesterday indicated 
the city was seriously threatened 
and that the British and Indian 
forces were falling back rapidly.

Deihi said retreating British troops 
had blown up a series of bridges

INDISCRIMINATE RAIDS 

“On the Mandalay front, all Brit. 
{sh troops are being withdrawn 
from the position north of the 
Irrawaddy,” a communique said. 

The Irrawaddy river forms a big 
north-south "bend immediately be- 
low the city of Kipling’s song, once 
the glittering capital of Burmese 
kings. 

British authorities accused Ja- 

planes of “systematic and 
indiscriminate bombing” in their 
northward sweep through Burma, 
setting towns afire and inflicting 

a terrible toll of civilian casual- 
ties. 

Even more critical than the loss 
of Mandalay, which had already 
been cut off as a link on-the Burma 
road, was the situation confronting 
the Chinese army on the Lashio 
front, 150 miles northeast of Man- 
dalay. 

MAY INVADE CHINA 

In that sector, tank-led Japan- 
ese columns in great force were re- 
ported to have pushed within 45 
miles of the Chinese frontier, and 
it now seemed evident that Japan 
was bent on invading China 
through her “back door” instead of 
driving westward toward India. 

Dispatches from Chungking said 
Gen, Chiang Kai-Shek was rush- 
ing heavy Chinese reinforcements 
to bolster the outnumbered defend- 
ers, reported battling fiercely 
arnuod Hsenwi, 22 miles northeast 
of Lashio.

Hitler, Benito

Japs “Dirthy, Murtherin’ Thieves”

SOMEWHERE IN BUR- 
MA, May 2.—(BUP)—Ire- 
land isn’t in the war but the 
Irish are and, if there were 
only enough of them, they 
might be able to do more to 
the Japanese who, according 
to Private Patrick Clancy, 
are “dirthy murtherin’ 
thieves”. 

Private Clancy has a pretty

Clancy was swearing mad when 
his companions found him later and

Japs Aiming 
At Australia

UNITED NATIONS HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Australia, May 2.— 
(BUP) — Two unidentified war 
planes, obviously Japanese, have 
flown over the vulnerable north- 
east coast of Australia indicating 
that Japan may soon strike at the 
continent and give Allied forces 
here their first test of battle, a 
United Nations communique re- 
vealed today. 


It was announced in a_ special 
communique that the planes had 
flown over 
Townsville, on 


the populated 
coastal fringe, 
and that at- 
tempts to inter- 
cept them had 
failed. 

It was 
first time that § 
enemy planes 
had been defin- 
itely reported 
over the popu- 
lated area, though there had been 
unconfirmed reports of such recon- 
naissance flights before the United 
Nations’ headquarters was estab- 
lished, 

The fact that Townsville is more 
than 1,000 miles from the nearest 
Japanese land bases raised the ques- 
tion whether the planes were 
carrier-borne, and meant that an 
enemy fleet was within striking dis- 
tance of the continent. 

Flying at high altitude, the planes 
passed safely over a barrage put 
up by Allied anti-aircraft guns and 
disappeared before Allied inter- 
ceptor planes could contact them.

DAY AND NIGHT DRILLS 

Day and night the Canadians 
made raids on different parts of the 
isolated coast, staging assault land- 
ings, storming over beaches and 
raiding far inland across _heart- 
breaking country.

Though improved, his doctors advised re- 
linquishment of a part of the large respon- 
sibilities he carried, and it is hoped that 
complete and more rapid recovery will 
result. Sir Edward is still to serve the com- 
pany, as chairman of the board. 

There will be satisfaction throughout 
the west, particularly among western ship- 
pers, that Mr. D. C. Coleman is to succeed 
as president. The greater part of Mr. Cole- 
man’s railway life was spent in the west. 
For several years he was superintendent 
of the Alberta division of the system, and 
afterward assistant general manager in 
charge of western lines with headquarters 
at Winnipeg. With this background, the 
transportation mterests of the west will 
naturally occupy a foremost place in the 
mind of the new president. 


Arbor Day 


Monday will be the officially named 
tree-planting day in Alberta; when it will 
be the privilege, the custom and the duty of 
householders to give attention to the beau- 
tification of the home premises by setting 
out trees and shrubs, making flower beds, 
and in such other ways as circumstances 
and inclination suggest. In Edmonton and 
throughout the province generally Arbor 
Day is usually observed in this appro- 
priate manner with good effect. There 
is every reason to suppose such will be the 
case this year. Spring is here beyond any 
doubt as the buds and grass testify, and 
the rains of last week put the soil in condi- 
tion for planting. 

It is the good fortune of people living 
in Edmonton and the country around 
about that trees, shrubbery and flowering 
plants get along and flourish with very 
little care once they are fairly started. To 
take advantage of this opportunity is the 
part of wisdom. Nothing adds more sure- 
ly to the attractiveness of a home—or to 
the cash value of a place—than a setting 
which can thus be provided at little cost, 
and with little expenditure of time and 
work for upkeep. 


No Fight In Them 


The news from Tndia squelches any 
hope that the parties would agree to post- 
pone their political controversy and unite 
in an eleventh-hour attempt to muster up 
some effective opposition to the threat- 
ened Japanese invasion, 

The Congress party is reported split on 
a resolution to offer no resistance what- 
ever, with the pacifists led by Gandhi in 
the overwhelming majority. If the Con- 
gressionists cannot agree among  them- 
selves, beyond a majority decision to do 
nothing, the prospect of a united stand 
against the invaders has faded out corm- 

pletely. 

Defining his non-resistance position, 
Gandhi says, “Cannot a limitless number 
of soldiers be trained out of India’s mil- 
lions? Would not they make as good fight- 
ing material as any in the world? Then 
why foreigners?” The answer to all the 
questions is the same, and obvious: the 

Japanese would not wait. 

Another question is also in order: How 
long would they have to wait for Mohan- 
das to get his army ready to fight them? 
For a year Sir Archibald Wavell has been 
trying to do the very thing proposed; raise 
an Indian army to fight for India. He got 
no help from Gandhi and his associates, 
As these are now formally declaring they 
will act like sheep if the invaders come, the 
Mahatma’s questionnaire is a pretty thin 
disguise for the anti-British tint of his 
pacifism. 

The world is entitled to wonder wheth- 
er the Congress party is one of the quar- 
ters into which Sir Stafford Cripps says 
enemy propaganda has penetrated in 
India, 


The March To The West 


President Roosevelt gave official re- 
cognition to what everyone knows to be 
true when he said the Russians are doing 
more to break down the Axis military 
strength than any of the other United 
Nations. Armed with constantly growing 
supplies of weapons from their Allies, they 
are smashing Nazi divisions, tanks, planes, 
on a scale that seems too good to be true, 
and steadily regaining ground they lost 
last summer, 

Their latest success in driving wedges 
through the enemy lines north and south 
of Kursk is of more than ordinary signifi- 
cance. This is one of the key points in 
the Nazi plans for the postponed spring 
drive toward the Caucasus. Timoshenko 
has got in the first blow and Moscow is 
confident it has force enough behind it to 
resist the inevitable counter-thrust. 

Even Berlin does not dispute that 
the Fuehrer’'s forces are on the defensive 
in that sector. It is one they must hold at 
all costs, if their promised offensive is to 
be got under way, or even if disaster is to 
be averted. Germany's mutinous Balkan 
Subject states are the weak spot in the 
line-up, and a Russian advance far in that 
direction would make some of them still 
more mulunous, 


At the other end of the line the Finns 


have apparently been pushed back from 
the Murmansk railway far enough to as- 
sure the free movement of supplies from

Ceiling Is Success 


American Price Control: 
Affects Operation 
Our System 


By GRANT DEXTER 


OTTAWA: When Canada pro- 
claimed a ceiling on prices last 
fall, one of the reasons for doing 


so was that bold courageous ac- | 


tion at Ottawa might influence 
Washington, And if Canada and 
the United States embarked to- 
gether on price control, bringing 
the continent under regulation, 
vietory over inflation would be 
certain. . 

So Canada led the way. The 
Washington experts promptly 
flew to Ottawa, studied the 
policy, shook their heads and 
sought other remedies, They were 
frank in saying that they did not 
think our universal price ceiling 
would work, Now, after five 
months, Washington has had a 
change of heart and, in his mes- 
sage to Congress on Monday, 
President Roosevelt announced 
price ceilings. 

With this in mind, Hon, J. L. 
Ilsley, Minister of Finance, who 
is directly responsible for Can- 
ada’s price c¢iling, might say to 
the board which administers it 
under his orders, that we saved 
ourselves by our exertions and 
others by our example, Certainly, 
the adoption of price contro: in 
the United States will greatly 
simplify the enforcement of the 
Canadian —_ ceiling. Anything 
which keeps down prices in the 
United States helps Canada—| 
eases the pressure against our 
ceiling, and lessens the subsidies 
which must be paid. 


U. S. Ceilings 


There is keen interest here re- 
garding the detail of the United 
States’ ceilings. Official informa- 
tion is confined to the message to 
Congress, but unofficially there 
has been close co-operation be- | 
tween price contro] officials in 
the two capitals. 

It is evident that the two poli- 
cies are not on all fours. We have 
a rigid price ceilirfg. Our retail 
prices were frozen as at last Sep- 
tember and October, and from 
this point the ceiling has “been 
rolled back over wholesalers, im- 
porters and manufacturers in 
what is commonly called “the 


squeeze.” The United States, 
apparently, is freezing retail, 
wholesale and = manufacturing 


prices separately, thereby taking 
some of the grief out of the 
squeeze. There probably will be 
more give and take in the United 
States’ ceilings than in our ceil-| 
in 


Q. 

The United States domestic 
}ceilings were preceded last Fri- 
j|day by the announcement of a 
price ceiling on exports: that is, | 
no increases will be permitted in 
the price of goods sold abroad. 
| This development caused concern 
jat Ottawa, because it was feared 
that in the absence of a domestic 
price ceiling, the effect would be 
to restrict United States’ exports. 
/If producers could get a higher 
price at home they would not sell 
abroad. The domestic ceilings, 
however, remove this anxiety. 

Canada has no export price 
ceiling and it is assumed that 
Washington's action is a clear in- 
vitation to us to follow suit. To 
|do so would mean an end of at- 
temps On the part of exporters— 
|newsprint is a case in point—to| 
| get higher prices for exports. 

No Comparison 

| It is not profitable to try to 
jcompare the two policies. The 
| United States’ policy, as yet, is in 
| the gristle stage. Several points, 
| however, are clear. Our ceiling 
would appear to be more rigid 
than the ceilings proposed at 
Washington. Our restrictions on 
| instalment buying are much stif- 
fer. In Canada you must pay 
|} one-third down and clean up the 
balance in 12 months. In the 
| United States, you pay from 10 
to 20 per cent down and the bal- | 
ance in up to 18 months. More- | 
over, many articles normally | 
sold On time in Canada are only} 
available for sale in reduced | 
volume.

Any lowering of United States 
farm prices would lessen pres- 
sure on the price ceiling in Can- 
ada, Such problems as the pre- 
sent cattle export problem would 
tend to disappear, 

Since the outbreak of the war, 


| the cost of living in both coun- 


tries have gone up about the 
same amount—15 to 16 points, 
This does not mean that there is 
little variation in prices, but it 
does mean that the price struc- 
tures in Canada and the United 
States bear about the same rela- 
tion to each other as before the 
war—a remarkable fact. Apart 
from the exchange premium on 


| United States money, it would be 


no more difficult now to integrate 
these securities than in peace- 
time. The advantages of integra- 
tion, of course, are obvious. It 
would simplify control immense- 
ly. But hitherto no serious 
thought has been given to this 
matter, 

So far as the exchange pre- 
mium goes, there has been talk 
in Official circles these past few 
weeks of restoring the Canadian 
dollar to par, To do so would 
mean lower prices of imported 
goods—which would reduce pres- 
sure on the price ceiling and save 
handsomely in subsidies — but, 
also, lower prices for our exports 
in terms of Canadian dollars, We 
buy more than we sell to the 
United States, so that super- 
ficially there is an argument for 
parity. On the other hand, the 
unfavorable balance might well 
be increased and it is already a 
source of anxiety to Ottawa. 

The difficulties in the way of 
integration, even though the war 
has not increased them, are fore 
midable. One need only compare 


| the price of wheat or bran or 


cattle to realize this. Cattle 
prices are up about $4 per 100 
ibs. in the United States, and the 
price of bran is almost double. 

In respect to wages, the United 
States policy is not clear, Presi- 


| dent Roosevelt proposes to “stab- 


ilize” wages by agreement, and 
there is‘no mention of a cost of 
living bonus. This policy, it is 
thought, will be less effective 
than the Canadian ceiling, but it 
is realized that officials at Wash- 
ington are well aware that price 
contro] depends for success on 
contro] of wages.

Southeast Russia comes into focus with the approach of good fight- 
ing weather as one of the most fateful fronts of the war. It is one of 
Hitler's approaches to the oil fields of Russia's Caucasus. 

Military experts almost unanimously agree that unless Hitler gets 
his hands on new oil supplies this summer, he is licked. Conversely, 
if he does drive through to oil, the world will fight a longer, deadlier 
war. 

Southeast Russia, then, is a key spot, a place where the length of 
the war might very well be determined this summer. 

Hitler told the Reichstag the other day what Russia’s 52-below- 
zero winter did to his mechanized armies. He foretold by inference 
what Russia's tremendous distances can do to his armies, winter or 
summer. 

e e s + 

The Nazi problem in driving to the Caucasus, even more than in 
the fighting in the north, is largely one of supply. It is roughly 1,000 
airline miles from German supply plants in East Prussia to Taganrog, 
southern end of the German-Russian front. It is more than that to 
German-controlled factories in Czecho-Slovakia. 

Oil for the Panzer divisions on the southeastern front is less of a 
problem. The Nazis have to ship petroleum only 600 miles from Ru- 
manian oil fields. 

s s * s 

There are three major obstacles to Hitler's advance on the Caucasus 
and they all boil down to transportation. Russia wasn't built for or by 
modern highway transportation. ,The roads in the southeast are with 
few exceptions narrow cart tracks. Blitz warfare’s tempo requires 
broad smooth highways and high speed military supply trains to keep 
bullets, food and troops coming up on schedule. 

With no roads, Hitler must yse Russian freight cars which do not 
fit standard European gauge tracks. Before Nazi shipments could 
start the long, long trail down to southeastern Russia, freight had to 
be trans-shipped into Russian cars or hundreds of miles of track 
adapted to German axles. With this accomplished, Hitler still faces 
these transportation problems: 


STRATEGIC MAINLINE 0 
RAILROADS 


1, Long, slow, torturous overland routes from Gomel’s rail junc 
tion down to Konotop, filtering down through successively smaller 
lines to Dnepropetrovsk and Kirovi Rog, jumping off points for the 
front. Red bombers, little more than an hour's flying time away, make 
this journey more hazardous than it looks on the map. 

2. The Czar built Russia's railroads for defence in depth. The 
principal double-tracked rights-of-way run north and south parallel 
to the fighting zone. One railroad system is virtually all in Nazi hands 
—the westernmost roads from Leningrad to Viteosk and on down to 
Odessa. The next, about 300 miles to the east, runs down the middle 
of the Russian-Germany front and is, therefore, of no great use to 
either side. This line goes south from Moscow to Orel, Kharkov and 
Rostov on the Sea of Azov. 

The other parallel railroad branches southeast from Moscow via 
Ryazan, Voronezh and Kamensk to Rostov. Running moreeparallel to 
the front than the westernmost line, this railroad gives the Russians a 
mobile defence. It permits easy transportation of great Russian re- 
serve armies to threatened points along the front, furnishes direct rail 
supply and interior lines of communication. : 

3. Hitler's third transportation impasse is the Russian Black Sea 
fleet and its strong Sevastopol naval base. This base blocks the only 
sea transport (and the shortest) approach to-the Caucasus, forcing the 
Nazis to move by land and thus by railroad and thus into difficulties. 

® s s s 

The Russian winter offensive drove broad salients into the German 
line, that must be straightened out before a Caucasus offensive is feas- 
ible. Main German supply lines at key junctions like Kharkov, Kursk 
and Orel are threatened. 

Topping that is the threat in north Russia where Hitler must main- 
tain heavy forces to keep the Russian right from swinging in on him. 
Then there is the growing possibility of a British-American offensive 
in western Europe which would subdivide Hitler's strength again. 

Hitler must go for oil. He might make it, but the odds against him 
and a successful drive in southeast Russia are far greater than they 
were in 1941.—John Grover.

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Fire Prevention, Clean Up, Duty 


All Citizens Should Discharge| | 


Never in Edmonton's history is 


there greater need for the full- 
est co-operation of every citizen 


fn the olty’s fire prevention 
clean-up campaign which starts 
on Monday and continues 


throughout the week. 


Canada is at war and Edmonton 
{s an important link in the United 
States - Canadian war effort. 
Through the city’s railway termin- 
als quantities of ware supplies flow 
daily, and should the Japanese de- 
termine to strike at Canada and 
the United States by air it is not 
beyond the bounds of possibility 
that Edmonton will be one of the 
targets selected. 

The city must be prepared for 
such an attack. Air raid precau- 
tions are being established in the 
city. Air raid wardens have been 
appointed in every city block, and 
the most elaborate plans made for 
the combatting of any enemy at- 
tack, 

In these plans the citizens are 
asked to co-operate, and one of the 
most vital acts in this co-operation 
is to thoroughly clean up and keep 
clean all yards, garages, and other 
buildings. 


CAN HELP 


The home-owners can do much 
to help in the air raid precaution 
work by cleaning up their home 
yards, but they are also able to 
strike a blow at Hitler and the 
other world gangsters by bringing 
all the scrap materials they find in 
that final clean-up to the local sal- 
vage committee, 

Property owners defend their 
homes against the elements by 
careful painting and other repair 
work. They should be prepared 
to defend these homes against Jap- 
anese incendiary bombs. The way 
to prepare for this emergency is 
to remove all rubbish from the at- 
tic, the basement and the yard, and 
to contact the local Air Raid Pre- 
pv 22k EE Ce RR 
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cautions organization for instruc- 
tion as to duties which can be un- 
dertaken should Edmonton be at- 
tacked from the air, 

OTHER REASONS 

Further reasons why every citi- 
zen should join in the fire preven- 
tion clean-up campaign are that the 
annual clean-up of yards and build- 
iNgs are ordinary decent safeguards 
that pay large dividends, it pro- 
motes civic pride, thrift, makes 
the home and city beautiful, inten- 
sifies fire protection and helps in 
the nation’s war effort. 

Home-owners are warned that 
they should secure a permit from 
the nearest fire hall before burning 
rubbish on their lots. These per- 
mits are issued free, and with them 
are instructions regarding the set- 
ting of these fires and the best 
manner in which to keep them 
under control. 

Chimneys, stove and furnace 
pipes should be cleaned and house- 
holders should take precaution to 
see that birds do not nest in chim- 
neys or vents. 


CHECK WIRING 

Electric wirlng should be check- 
éd for bare spots which might per- 
mit short circuiting. Stoves should 
not be placed too near walls and 
protection should be placed beneath 
them. 

“Most fires are the result of some- 
body's carelessness,” stated Fire 
Chief James Macgregor, as he ap- 
pealed to Edmontonians to make a 
determined effort this year to give 
the city from heart to outer fringe 
a thorough clean-up, 

He said the time to clean-up is 
now, and he asked that home-own- 
ers do all possible to make Ed- 
monton the cleanest city in the

Stippled Walls 
Proving Popular 


you are planning to redecorate 
the walls of a room this spring and 
wish to try doing a new job your- 
self, why not stippled walls? They 
are harder to do than plain painted 
walls, but allow room for artistic 
expression by the painter. 

Stippling is the application of 
paint to give a pleasing texture in 
a pattern something like the skin 
of an orange, To achieve this effect, 
the painter must have a stippling 
tool—brush, block, sponge, chamois, 
Tag, paper or roller stipple—and a 
special stippling paint, which is 
heavier in consistency than paint 
meant to be brushed on. It must be 
a slower-drying paint than paint 
meant for brushing, for the stippl- 
ing operation is done after the 
paint has “set” a while, Regular 
flat paint dries to the touch in 
eight to ten hours; flat stippling 
paint requires five or six hours 
longer, 


Such a paint that has come to}: 


our attention is made in white 
and may be tinted with one of six- 
teen basic colors. It “sets” in fifteen 
or twenty minutes instead of ten, 
allowing stippling time. Stippling 
may be done with flat, semi-gloss 
or gloss types of paint, although 
flat paints usually dry more rapid. 
ly than plain or full gloss.

‘War Imposes Limited 


Telephone Restrictions 
Throughout Alberta 


While some applications for tele--+ 


phones have had to be refused | 
owing to demands made by war | 
time projects, the situation is not | 
serious, according to J. D, Boner, | 
deputy minister of Alberta tele: | 
phones. He announced some re- | 
strictions in services were now in 
effect. 

Except in cases where plant is 
required for war needs, there will 
be no wholesale discontinuance 
of service, Mr. Baker stated. “We | 
have already made a survey of 
the existing plynt and where it 
is congested, service may be dis- 
continued to provide facilities es- 
sential to war projects,” he said. | 

Due to a shortage of material, | 
rural mutual lines will not be able 
to make extensions except in cases 
where they haye the material on 
hand. 

Services in small Alberta towns 
using magneto exchanges will be 
continued but equipment will be 
restricted to wall sets for new sub- 
scribers providing that facilities are 
available. 

Wartime regulations provide tha’ 
not more than 500 feet of rubber- 
covered wire may be used by a tele- 
phone supplier in providing service 

any one subscriber, unless i! 
comes within the category of an 
essential service. Formerly exien- 
sions of this kind went as high as 
1,000 or 1,500 feet, 


MAY TAKE SOME PHONES 

Mr. Baker said jt might be necess 
ary later to take back some tele- 
phones for war or essential services 
in those cities that receive service 
from the provincial telephone sys- 
tem. Extension sets would be taken 
first in such cases, 

This would not apply to Edmon- 
ton, which owns its own system. 

While his department has had to | 
refuse applications for service, 
there is no cause for alarm, the 
deputy minister said. He did not 
believe any great number of sut- 
Scribers would be affected for 
some time,

The sciatic nerve, which is the 
nerve going into the legs, is the 
largest nerve in the body. Whei 
pain occurs in this nerve it is usual- 
ly called sciatica, or sciatic rheu- | 
matism, It nay develop in those 
having pelvic tumors, or may be 
due to nerve injury.

EXALTED MOOD

And Mine 


Water is indispensable to the nu- 
trition of every human being. Our 
bodies are composed of water and 
the health of all our physical mem- 
bers depends largely upon their 
supply of water. No matter how 
much food a child eats he needs 
water, too, else he cannot keep on 
growing at the expected rate. 

But just how much water each 
individual will take is a pretty 
personal matter. We compute that 
the growing baby should have 24% 
to 3% ounces for each pound of 
body weight. Thus if he weighs 
ten pounds he would need 25 to 35 
ounces of fluid per day. 

Most well-fed babies get this. 
Their milk formulas contain large 
amounts of water, The milk itself 
contains a high percentage of water 
along with its so-called “solids.” The 
fruit juices the baby gets contain 
water in themselves and have 
water added to them. It isn’t hard 
under’ those circumstances to In- 
sure that the baby gets plenty of 
watcr in his daily rations. 

It isn’t always so easy for the 
mother to determine the amount 
of fluids the breast-fed baby re- 
ceives, But she need not worry 
If the baby is gaining. If he seems 
satisfied and does not want to con- 
| sume very much water, she may 
| conclude that his needs are being 
fulfilled. When he is jll-fed he will 
drink and drink, making up tn 
water what he lacks in other essen- 
tial food elements 

Quite often babies show a very 
strong determination not to drink 
the water offered to them, 
spurn it whethey presented in spoon, 
| botile or cup. In such case it seems 
foolish to be upset. Babies ought 
| to know when they need water and 
if it is offered and they won't have 
it, We are sure that they do know. 


During the warmer weather, af- 
ter a spell of diarrhea, or during 
a fever, babies lose water from 
their tissues and it should be re- 
placed generously. If the baby 
won't drink plain water he may, 
for the time, be given water flav- 
ored in any way the doctor thinks 
advisable so that he will get the 
excessive amount he needs.

Program For 
Peace River

PEACE RIVER, May 2—George 
Askew, veteran boat builder of 
Vancouver and the man who built 
the “D. A. Thomas” and other 
river craft plying the Peace dur- 
ing the past 25 years, is again on 
the job. This time he is building 
two barges for use on the Peace 
River at Taylor's flat on the Up- 
per Peace. 


The main boat, {0 be powered by 
a diesel engine, will be a stern 
wheeler 70 feet long, with a 15- 
foot beam and 18 feet wide on top. 
This will be used to propel the 
barges: The main one being 70 feet 
long, 34 feet wide on the bottom with 
40 foot top. These main water 
transports are of BC. fir and will 
be ready-cut on arrival, supple- 
mented with a smaller barge of 
native spruce, 


READY IN MONTH 

It is expected that all three trans- 
ports will be ready for the water 
within a month provided no unfore- 
seen difficulties arise.
